But paying for those 
documents will be a big problem. He didn't put Roberts to Eie as he did to you, merely 
saying that Robers was open, friendly and willing to take tine. My answer was that Roberts 
was and is a fink, finkier now because he has to live with his book, and to prove it to 

get Roberts to confront me with him present. You know the ch ances of that. What the 

Rstablishmentarian 3 have yet to comprehend is that this work, especially my approach to 
it is not only not revolutionary but is, in the most profound sense, Kstablishmentarian*

Sylvia dnd Lifton: I am not as satisfied as I could be, but this may be somply 
because she seemed to dismiss him as as bad as I said, totally dishonest.

CIA's illegal but undnding domestic involvements could 
inspite them to plant the same thing on Army, but it also could tend to excite interest 
in CIA's, so I think they'd have considered it hazardous. .. .When you can, I'd appreciate 
a memo with all you remember about the gas-station and guys-in-audience bits and anything 
you now remember that you may have heard after I lef t. •• .Ervin will cop out, as you say 
you university is. ...More on Powell I didn't think you had. I've filed a DJ-113 with 
Justice and written Respr, both without response. V/ith time I'd march into court... 

In any event, from now. on, please try and send clips on what appears there, Univ or papers. 

Paul: While you niay be close to an explanation, your are off on fact. I don't, for 
example, think that sticking to a single issue after the first blasts could have 
accomplished anything because they destroyed him and thereafter he content himself with 
evadings. He has not indicated his intent of breaking off with me, but as of now I'll be 
better off if he does. His thing on the declassifications was so stupid the paranoids 
could call him an agent for that alone. I have not cut him off, still send him copies, etc.

Bringing me up 
to date on John, as you suggest , would al30 be very helpful, for he still presents a great 
hazard. o .Unless Paul has a new new girl friend, it is not new to me. I met one here this 
past summer, a very nice one. But on this, perhaps you have forgotten that Paul did most ofl 
his best work while he was married. Maybe this has something to do with its breakup, but 
he was then married to a girl I found improbable for him, but a nice one. 
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$o, his lack of solid relationship or the fact that he didn't spend much time courting 
doesn t explain it*... I still have to understand why so suddenly, long before he started 
this fteihon nonsense, he stopped sending me tho things he was getting. As you know, for the 
longest time, all the time I v/as active at the Archives, I sent him every tiling. 

I do not think this can be explained by his own doubts. We all have them. The reaction 
if it is healthy is to try and understand, or as Bemabei and I did, address ana prove. 

We have proved the FBI right in some cases where they didn ! t. -^t didn't hurt us nor does 
it alter the basic facts.Another and rather sharp Inconsistency that, I think, cannot be 
explained away by uncertainty or something that was just growing is that just before 
what can be a polite prelude to breaking off the last tiling I’d heard from Paul is that he 
was planning to file suits. If I didn’t send you copies, I did encourage him ana did 
make some suggestions. Or, took time.

And this seems to have hurt the attitude and to have depressed more than you. I’ve heard 
nix from lial since early summer. . , .We all had a very high opinion of Paul and I thin 
regarded him as tho least emotional, tho most precise of all. We re I to have written PH 
as you did he’d regard it as patronizing. From you it v/as great. Be interested in his 
reaction. . .Ift we all remain perplexed by this out-of -character things from him, and I 
dure do, the one tiling you have not addressed is his failure to confront. I think that 
he suffered a deep ego hurt, knows his work v/as unbefitting a high-school general-science 
C student, and the tranf erring the whole bysiness in his own thinldlng and emptions. I also 
believe he had to gave been aware of the only uses to which it could be out. These things 
you have not addressed. Etren with deep ego involvements , why could he not have taken the 
simple, direct and honest course and said he was sorry, that he v/as all wrong? Why did he 
ignore the closer approximation, of the baloons, when I immediately asked him? And if he 
intended the sinister, why did he go to such trouble to both arm and warn us (publication)?

I'll spend less time with him and I'll be just as happy if he 
doesn* t come back, for no promise is better for me than unkept ones, given our conditions 
and the v/erk I've got -to do. And before I got further with him, I'll want from him an 
outline of what he is up to and why. I avoided questioning him. But he also avpided 
volunteering. Now I want to know. He said he wanted to help me, picked the areas where he 
could do least good, and if he has done anything, it hasn’t teached me. The one place he 
said he would make an effort is one to whom I've written and in almost a month have had 
no answer. It is a man who has always extended slight favors, like supplying special papers- 
which is all I asked of hi# this time. In the pact, I always got the little I asked for by 
Orc-yhound and immediately.
